Till very recently we regarded Alexandria as 
the habitat of a population of at least average 
intelligence and sanity. The events of the last 
two days are calculated to alter our estimate of 
the menta! qualities of our fellow-citizens, 
however much they may do credit to their 
hearts, and the enthusiasm with which 
M. Canivet and his demonstrative friends 
have called upon the Egyptian Government 
and H. B. M.’s Agent and Consul-General to 
commits violationof international law can only 
be described as worthy of a better cause, What 
are the facts? Three gentlémen of Jewish origin 
leave Russia, where their race has suffered 
cruel and unmerited persecution from an 
autocratic Government, and take up their 
residence in Egypt, where their co-religion- 
ists would, we are convinced, have given 
them all the aid in their power. They are 
ina friendly country, secure from persecu- 
tion, where their race is prosperous and 
respected, where political opinions of every 
shade, from . Anarchism to Pan Islamism, 
are freely expréssed. They are men. whom 
enthusiasm in-th® cause of liberty has brought 
into conflict with the grim representatives of 
an autocratic Government and who have 
sought refuge in a country where a very 
respectable amount of freedom exists, where 
Anarchists, Mafiosi, Terrorists on the one 
hand, zealots for the Sultan of Stamboul and 
the most militant variants of Islam on the 
other, the Red Peril and the Black; can live 
secure from molestation if they refrain from 
crime or incitement, to violence, They are 
none the less arrested at the request of the 
Russian Consulate on the extremely grave 
charge. of conspiring to blow up a Russian 
merchant steamer on the high seas by means of 
an infernal machine timed to explode outside 
territorial waters ! 

The crime which these men are accused of 
conspiring to commit is of a hellish atrocity. 
A steamer leaves port, the crew look forward 
cheerfully to the voyage, when the explosion of 
« dynamite bomb inflicts upon them well-nigh 
the certainty of agonising death from fire or 
scalding steam, or the slower pain of drowning. 
The sailors have taken no part in fusillades or 
executions, They are harmless souls, whose 
worst crimes are drunken frolics, whose politics 
are those of the simple and *unlettered, but 
the cruelty of some Governor and the rage of 
his victims doom them to a horrible and 
unexpected death coldly planned by their 
compatriots self-exiled on a neutral shore, 

Such is the offence of which these three 
Russian Jewsare charged. Let them disprove it, 
let them explain their possession of explosives, 
and we shall be the first to rejoice in their 
acquittal, Butletusatleast abstain from describ- 
ing them as martyrs, let us avoid compliment- 
ing one of their number on being a member of 
the intellectual élite of Russia, till they be 
proved innocent of an attempted crime which 
prudence and humanity alike combine to re- 
probate. So much for the accused,  * 

With their supporters, men of warm hearts 
and impulsive enthusiasm, we have no fault 
to find on moral yrounds. Intellectually we 
feel impelled todo our best to break a lance 
with their champion,our esteemed confrire M. 
Raoul Canivet. M. Canivet has defended the 
Capitulations with wit ‘and vigour, he. haa | 
smiled regally and ironically at the challenges 
of the “three musketeers” of the “Progrds,”*the 
“Journal du Caire,” and “L’Egypte,” he has 
driven M, Colrat to threats of aviation, he has 
championed more causes —popular and unpo- 
pular—than we have space to enumerate, often 
with success, always with the same’ fine and 
restrained irony and charm of style, But in 
the midst of his conflict for the Capitulations 
our excellent confrére pauses and from his 
trumpet “La Réforme” we hear the notes of 
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or from the Company's Superintendent % in Egyft, 
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“about turn.” A moment more and the good 
knight Raoul is riding lance in rest to the 
rescue of the three captive Russian Jews in 
thrall of Queen Capitulations, miraculously 
metamorphosed from « distressed Princess to 
an ogress of incredible ferocity. Never was the 
knight of La Mancha more discomfited by. ° 
enchantment and wizardry. And Sir Raoul’s 
armies march from Bourse to Quay, from 
Quay to Consulate. A Russian sea captain 
flies to his cabin from their advance wishing 
that he had never protested against the 
possible loss of his ship with all hands. 
The descendants of the twelve tribes gather 
under the leadership of M. Campos, the 
Italian Socialists muster in their strength, 
amid cries of “No extradition!” St. George 
is invoked in the person of Lord Cromer, 
on whom letters and telegrams rain incessan- 
tly, and the senior member of the seven 
champions is urgently requested to save 
the victims from the grasp of —but the repro- 
duction of some of the epithets we have heard 
-bestowed on the Russian Government might 
lead to an international incident. 

Extradition ! Whit ‘dées'the word mean in 
Egypt, where for the purposes of criminal law 
the Englishman is in England, the Russian in 
Russia, and the Frenchmanin France! The — 
European criminal, thanks to those laws which 
M.Canivet defends, goes before higown pba 
his'own judges, is tried with the 
under the procedure and by the lg ee 
his Sountry. His status is unchanged. Let 
murder a native of the country—he is handed . 
over to his own judges. Should he disturb the 
public peace the janissaries of the Consulate 
are authorised, if it be needful, to call upon the 
Egyptian police to eftect his arrest. This is no 
question of arbitrary arrest, nor, if it were, 
could complaints alter the legal aspect “of 
the situation. Our boursiers may demonstrate, 
our editors runa-tilt, our Socialists rage, but 
the Law of the Capitulations shows an 
inexorable front to their appeals and attacks, 
Were such a charge concocted, were it a mere 
excuse for the arrest of political suspecta, the 
accused would have by law to be handed over 
to his Consulate, unless indeed the Egyptian 
Government, undeterred by past experiences, - 
violated the international agreéments by which 
it is bound—and fettered, But the appeals to 
Lord Cromer] What competence has our Consul 
General in the matter of a foreigu jurisdiction! 
By what right can he, of his own motion, call 
upon the Egyptian Government to intervene 
on behalf of the subjects of a foreign and 
friendly Power} But Sir Raoul recks not of 
it. What matter diplomatic incidents, what 
to him are Conventions and Capitulations, 
questions of law and questions of competence ! 
‘With all a neophyte's ardour our Sicambrian 
knight adores what he burned and would burn 
what he adored, Meantime the telegrams 
fly on—epea pteroenta—adding reciabl 
to the budget, and the deitewatsns fe 
demonstrate, If they are convinced of the 
innocence of the three prisoners, if they are 
sincere in their protestations of sympathy, let 
them appeal to the Tsar and M. Stolypin, let 
them send petitions to the Russian Consalate, 
but let them have the grace to refrain from call- 
ing on Egypt to rush blindly into an impasse.

THE ALEXANDRIA PLOT.

We anderstand that the following are the 
facts relative to the arrest of ths three Rassian 
Jews, which has called forth the easily-aroused 
factiousness fur which Alexandria has been 
notorious since tha days of MHarrian. 

It appeara that about a fortnight ago the 
Raesian Consulate at Alexandria had reason 
to believe that the three individoals in 
qnestion, Bot-off, alias Miehks, Shnreeu, and 
Vopouls, were contemplating the perpetration 
of an act affecting public secarity. Botaoff, 
® Russian anbject, condemned to death in 
Rassias, was the leader of this little group 
of Terrorists, who had. resolved to show their 
sympathy with the Rassian revolationary 
parties and to strike terror into the aato- 
cracy by what Nihilists describe as “a blow 
for freedom” and ordinary individuals asa 
“bomb oatrage.” The Egyptiau police were 
socordingly warned, and maintained a close 
surveillance of the three Terrorists. 

Their parchase of certain metals and. 
chemical products usually emyloyed by private 
manofactarers of high explosives was in itse!f 
soth sient to arouse the gravest suspicions, and 
saspicion deepened to certainty when the 
Captain of the Russian steamer, 8.8. 
received a letter from Boteoff, asking him 
to hand over five thousand roubles to the 
boatewain of his veasel to be paid into the 
funds of the Russian Revolationary Society of 
Alexandria, failing »which be would be dis- 
posed of and his ship destroyed. 

The Captain made no reply and the boat- 
swain was informed by Botsoff that his failare 
to meet the demand would be severely 
pavished. 

It is not surprising that the Rassian Con- 
sulate at Alexandria was indisposed to pass 
lightly over this alarming species of blackmail. 
The Egyptian Police were requested by Mr. 
d’Abaza, the Russian Consal, to assist the 
consular janissaries in the arrest of the three 
revolutionaries, who appear to have apened 
farther negctigtions with the boatswain and 
were discovered in conversation with the wily 
tar at the “Stamboul” coffee-house. They were 
promptly taken into cnstedy and a police 
egarch resulted in the discovery both of 


incriminating docoments and materials for the; mour of Deliogat ‘Markez, and Mobamed 


fabrication of explosives. 

We are intormed that Botacfi’s plan was 
to depo-it in the engines of the Rassian 
steamer a bomb or infernal machine, timed 
to explode aboot two hours after the vesagl 
had left port,—an ingenious method of ensuring 
the dsatraction of the vessel with great loss 
of life. Those who are familiar with desorip-. 
tions of boiler explosious or have read ac- 
counts of the effect of a shell in the engine 
roome of warships can ily realise what 
horrors would have folldwed tha explosion.
